It embraces all the street railway lines of Milwaukee. Besides this it 
owns and operates an electric light and power system. It also controls the 
Milwaukee Central Heating company—a central station steam heating sys¬ 
tem in Milwsukee. 

Its total trackage consists of 138.16 miles. It owns 396 cars. 


The report of the Wisconsin Railroad commission for the year 1909 
says that the best of Beggs* rolling stocl^ averages not* higher than 75 per 
cent; a good share of it averages as low as 17 per cent; the composite con¬ 
dition for all of the 396 cars is about 54 per cent—on a too per cent basis. 

And since rolling stock, when it once begins to depreciate, depreciates 
very rapidly, one can readily imagine how much John I. Beggs’ rolling 
stock would bring if it were sold at auction in the open market.

The easiest and most profitable to 
organize is a grange. 

To form a grange it is necessary to 
organize a.number of consumers who 
are willing to order their g«K»ds col¬ 
lectively instead of individually. Then 
a secretary or a manager should be 
elected who compiles the individual 
them into the

'As to manner in which co-operative 
stores could be easily started, we ad¬ 
vise you to adopt the following pro¬ 
gram: 

Secure as many subscriptions of 
five or ten dollars each to stock in 
the prospective co-operative stare. 

Place an anonymous advertisement 
in the local papers. Ask for "stores 
for sale.” A number of storekeeper> 
will reply to your advertisement. 
Have all the stores which reply to 
the advertisement appraised. Select 
such a store as you consider the best 
value and the best situated. 

Then offer the proprietor of the 
store to take a payment on the store 
equivalent to the amount collected 
in subscription for stock ami ask him 
to accept a mortgage or notes on his 
store for the balance. Also try to in¬ 
duce the storekeeper to work as your 
manager for a fixed salary for a cer¬ 
tain period, under the control of your 
board of directors. Have your man¬ 
ager put under bond by your board of 
dii actors. 

The advantages of this system are 
many. In case you should stan a 
new store, you would have to abolish 
a competitor. 

It is always questionable whether 
the new or the old concern is going 
to be frozen out. When buying out 
a store, you eliminate a competitor 
without creating any undue antagon¬ 
ism. At the same time, the chances 
to make your concern profitable are 
many. 

You naturally should buy out only 
auch a store as is already making a 
fair profit on its trade. 

Then by adding the.trade of the 
members of your organization it is 
evident that you will much sooner ar¬ 
rive at a profitable standard ot opera¬ 
tion that* by opening a new store. 

Furthermore, each neighborhood re- 
qu J ~s its own peculiar brands and 
artic «. When opening a new store 
you have to pay by experiments to

A Rap for Judges

Cincinnati, O. — Tbe Machinists' 
union, holding jurisdiction over th? 
railroad shops, recently succeeded in 
getting an increase in wages ranging 
from Jj j to y.rj cents per hour for its 
members.

The following extract from the re¬ 
port of General Organizer F. J. 
Weber of the Wisconsin State' Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, may be of interest 
to the many readers of this paper, and 
is self-explanatory:

This is practically the New York 
scale for machine operators, so far as 
it relates to hook and job offices. The 
agreement covers a period of two years 
from the first of next September. 

Akron. O. -The members of the 
Iron Molders’ union have secured a 
flat minimum scale of $3.10 per day, 
thi< being an increase in wage* of 20 
cent* per day for molders. and 35 
erntft per day f(*r coremakers, 

Boston, Mata.— \ proposed new 
working agreement, which will call 
tor a wage increase of 25 per cent, 
h-s hern adopted by the Internation¬ 
al Jewelry Workers' convention in 
this city, and will he presented at 
once to the jewelry manufacturers 
throughout the country. The conven¬ 
tion alio demands improved working 
conditions. 

Brazil. Ind. -After having been on 
strike for two month**, and forcing 
the operators to give them a substan¬ 
tial increase in wages, the striking 
clay workers have voted to return to 


crease in wages from 37# to 40 cent* 
per day of eight hours. 

Toronto, Can. —An amicable agree¬ 
ment has been entered into before a 
board, of conciliation, between the 
Canadian Pacific Trlcgraph company 
and the commercial telegraphers in 
their employ which provides for tlie 
ahclition of the ftliding scale and fixes 
a minimum wage, with $05 a* the 
highest rating in Western Canada and 
$85 in the cast. All telegraphers re¬ 
ceive an increase in w ages of at least j

To the Prc»* and <hr Public: 

, In view of the conflicting statemenl 
in yesterday j ptper-. we, the execu¬ 
tive committed of the strikers of the 
International I Garment Worker*’ 
union, local 57, ot Milwaukee, em¬

It i* admitted erm by our employ¬ 
ers that the eoat of living has in¬ 
creased so that th< purchabing power 
of a dollar today not a* great as it 
was five years apf. yet we are pre¬ 
pared to prove tlinstead of our 
wages being incrc »d in proportion 
to the increased co»t of living we fiave 
been reduced, part ularly daring the 
past year or two, i>ntil now it is im¬ 
possible to exist* on the starvation 
wage* paid. Our> employers say that 
the competition is w keen that they 
have to make a Reduction in the cost 
of production. ajuL consequently we 
arc cut in wagjEfci We assert our 
wages are now by 50 per cent 
than they were five years ago. We 
have simply asked for an increase in 
the wage scale i% order to live.
